Anti-Semitic

Anti-Semitic 
Incidents in 
London Spread

London, Aug. 5—(/P)— A jew-bait- 


ing crowd of 700 persons damaged 
eight Jewish-owned shops in Man 
Chester last night and early today 
as anti-Semitic incidents flared for 
the fourth successive day in wide- 
ly scattered British cities—includ- 
ing London, Birmingham and Liv- 
erpool. 


Police arrested 38 demonstrators 


In Liverpool, where street lights 
were turned on during the night 
for the first time-since power-sav- 
ing blackout restriclions were or- 
dered lasl winter. 


Several Liverpool police were in- 


jured batlling Ihe demonstrators as 
firemen slood by ready lo douse 
the rioters with hoses in case the 
situalion got beyond police control. 


Although some quarters express- 


ed belief thai Ihe riols were in- 
cited by "Fascist-like" 
organiza- 


tions, police said they thought the 
vandalism was the work of irres- 
ponsible youths rather than an or- 
ganized campaign of anti-Semitism. 


Shop windows were smashed ?« 
London's Bethnal Green 
section, 


where many Jews live, and com- 
munist headquarters in the same 
districl also was battered. Other 
window-smashing outbreaks were 
reported in Newcastle, Collyhurst 
and Chorlton-on-Medlock.

Anti-Semitic

Rock dismissed the suit last week, 
Mackrell has announced lhat 
he 


will appear to the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme court. 
In the suit Mackrell attempted to 


have Jones enjoined from spending 
any part of a $700,000 appropriation 
passed by the 1947 legislature for 
support of the G-I program. 


Mackrell claims we are vulner- 


able in that we're spending state 
money for a different ro.ison than it 
was appropriated," Jones said to- 
day. "If- we are vulnerable we'i'c 
lol taking any more chances until 
the issue is settled by the Arkan- 
as supreme court." 
"With Iho matter in litigation we 


do not feel that we can advance 
stale funds and musl sar wilh the 
federal money which we had 
on 


hand as of July 1. 
The cducaion commissioner ex- 


plained lhal under Ihe plan in use 
for several months the state has 
advanced local school 
dislricls 


funds 
under which they opcvnte 


Iheir G-I vocational aid program, 
pending payment by the Veterans 
Administration. 


"Due to the paper-work in our 


office and in Ihe V-A's oifice, there 
is a lag of from three to six months 
between the time Ihe leaching is 
clone and Ihe lime Ihey V-A pays 
off," Jones explained. "We've been 
Inking care of that lag by 
using 
stale money as a revolving fund." 


He said that the answer to Ihe 


problem now will lie with 
local 


school districts. 
"They will have to ask their in- 


structors to serve without

pending V-A payment or set up 
local funds for their salaries," he 
expalained.

action came in Nevada county to-

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches,

Jones said his action was taken 


in view of a suit filed by radio com- 
mentator James Mackrell of Little 
Rock. 
Although Pula.'.ki 
special 


Chancellor Guy Anis'ee of Little 
Rock dismissed the suit last week, 
Mackrell has announced lhat 
he 


will appear to the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme court. 
In the suit Mackrell attempted to 


have Jones enjoined from spending 
any part of a $700,000 appropriation 
passed by the 1947 legislature for 
support of the G-I program. 


Mackrell claims we are vulner- 


able in that we're spending state 
money for a different ro.ison than it 
was appropriated," Jones said to- 
day. "If- we are vulnerable we'i'c 
lol taking any more chances until 
the issue is settled by the Arkan- 
as supreme court." 
"With Iho matter in litigation we 


do not feel that we can advance 
stale funds and musl sar wilh the 
federal money which we had 
on 


hand as of July 1. 
The cducaion commissioner ex- 


plained lhal under Ihe plan in use 
for several months the state has 
advanced local school 
dislricls 


funds 
under which they opcvnte 


Iheir G-I vocational aid program, 
pending payment by the Veterans 
Administration. 


"Due to the paper-work in our 


office and in Ihe V-A's oifice, there 
is a lag of from three to six months 
between the time Ihe leaching is 
clone and Ihe lime Ihey V-A pays 
off," Jones explained. "We've been 
Inking care of that lag by 
using 
stale money as a revolving fund." 


He said that the answer to Ihe 


problem now will lie with 
local 


school districts. 
"They will have to ask their in- 


structors to serve without 
pay 


pending V-A payment or set up 
local funds for their salaries," he 
expalained. 


The first move toward such local 


action came in Nevada county to- 
day where 12 instructors were 110-

The Doctor

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism 
tests are breathing tests

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches, 


$700; and truck crops $7,00,000.

Rock dismissed the suit last week, 
Mackrell has announced lhat 
he 


will appear to the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme court. 
In the suit Mackrell attempted to 


have Jones enjoined from spending 
any part of a $700,000 appropriation 
passed by the 1947 legislature for 
support of the G-I program. 


Mackrell claims we are vulner- 


able in that we're spending state 
money for a different ro.ison than it 
was appropriated," Jones said to- 
day. "If- we are vulnerable we'i'c 
lol taking any more chances until 
the issue is settled by the Arkan- 
as supreme court." 
"With Iho matter in litigation we 


do not feel that we can advance 
stale funds and musl sar wilh the 
federal money which we had 
on 


hand as of July 1. 
The cducaion commissioner ex- 


plained lhal under Ihe plan in use 
for several months the state has 
advanced local school 
dislricls 


funds 
under which they opcvnte 


Iheir G-I vocational aid program, 
pending payment by the Veterans 
Administration. 


"Due to the paper-work in our 


office and in Ihe V-A's oifice, there 
is a lag of from three to six months 
between the time Ihe leaching is 
clone and Ihe lime Ihey V-A pays 
off," Jones explained. "We've been 
Inking care of that lag by 
using 
stale money as a revolving fund." 


He said that the answer to Ihe 


problem now will lie with 
local 


school districts. 
"They will have to ask their in- 


structors to serve without 
pay 


pending V-A payment or set up 
local funds for their salaries," he 
expalained. 


The first move toward such local 


action came in Nevada county to- 
day where 12 instructors were 110-

The Doctor

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism 
tests are breathing tests

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches, 


$700; and truck crops $7,00,000.

Jones said his action was taken 


in view of a suit filed by radio com- 
mentator James Mackrell of Little 
Rock.

Chancellor Guy Anis'ee of Little 
Rock dismissed the suit last week, 
Mackrell has announced lhat 
he 


will appear to the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme court. 
In the suit Mackrell attempted to 


have Jones enjoined from spending 
any part of a $700,000 appropriation 
passed by the 1947 legislature for 
support of the G-I program. 


Mackrell claims we are vulner- 


able in that we're spending state 
money for a different ro.ison than it 
was appropriated," Jones said to- 
day. "If- we are vulnerable we'i'c 
lol taking any more chances until 
the issue is settled by the Arkan- 
as supreme court." 
"With Iho matter in litigation we 


do not feel that we can advance 
stale funds and musl sar wilh the 
federal money which we had 
on 


hand as of July 1. 
The cducaion commissioner ex- 


plained lhal under Ihe plan in use 
for several months the state has 
advanced local school 
dislricls 


funds 
under which they opcvnte 


Iheir G-I vocational aid program, 
pending payment by the Veterans 
Administration. 


"Due to the paper-work in our 


office and in Ihe V-A's oifice, there 
is a lag of from three to six months 
between the time Ihe leaching is 
clone and Ihe lime Ihey V-A pays 
off," Jones explained. "We've been 
Inking care of that lag by 
using 
stale money as a revolving fund." 


He said that the answer to Ihe 


problem now will lie with 
local 


school districts. 
"They will have to ask their in- 


structors to serve without 
pay 


pending V-A payment or set up 
local funds for their salaries," he 
expalained. 


The first move toward such local 


action came in Nevada county to- 
day where 12 instructors were 110-

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches, 


$700; and truck crops $7,00,000.

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism 
tests are breathing tests

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches, 


$700; and truck crops $7,00,000.

Jones said his action was taken 


in view of a suit filed by radio com- 
mentator James Mackrell of Little 
Rock. 
Although Pula.'.ki

Chancellor Guy Anis'ee of Little 
Rock dismissed the suit last week, 
Mackrell has announced lhat 
he 


will appear to the 
Arkansas Su- 


preme court. 
In the suit Mackrell attempted to 


have Jones enjoined from spending 
any part of a $700,000 appropriation 
passed by the 1947 legislature for 
support of the G-I program. 


Mackrell claims we are vulner- 


able in that we're spending state 
money for a different ro.ison than it 
was appropriated," Jones said to- 
day. "If- we are vulnerable we'i'c 
lol taking any more chances until 
the issue is settled by the Arkan- 
as supreme court." 
"With Iho matter in litigation we 


do not feel that we can advance 
stale funds and musl sar wilh the 
federal money which we had 
on 


hand as of July 1. 
The cducaion commissioner ex- 


plained lhal under Ihe plan in use 
for several months the state has 
advanced local school 
dislricls 


funds 
under which they opcvnte 


Iheir G-I vocational aid program, 
pending payment by the Veterans 
Administration. 


"Due to the paper-work in our 


office and in Ihe V-A's oifice, there 
is a lag of from three to six months 
between the time Ihe leaching is 
clone and Ihe lime Ihey V-A pays 
off," Jones explained. "We've been 
Inking care of that lag by 
using 
stale money as a revolving fund." 


He said that the answer to Ihe 


problem now will lie with 
local 


school districts. 
"They will have to ask their in- 


structors to serve without 
pay 


pending V-A payment or set up 
local funds for their salaries," he 
expalained. 


The first move toward such local 


action came in Nevada county to- 
day where 12 instructors were 110-

Myxedema viclims may complain 


of being cold even on not days as 
their condition results from failure 
of the thyroid gland to maintain 
normal heat production in the body. 


If the thyroid gland is destroyed 
by an infection, too much is re- 
moved in an operation or it just 
shrinks, symptoms of myxedema 
develop. Patients are usually wo- 
men and, in the majority of cases, 
the disease starts insidiously. 


In myxedema the appearance of 
the patient is so striking that there 
is not much difficulty in recogniz- 
ing the change. Chief complamsls 
are weakness, faligue, swelling of 
Ihe face and eyelids and a dry, 
cold pale skin. The hair is dry and 
thin and tends to fall out. The eye- 
brows are scraggly especially in 
the outer halves. 


Too much reliance shoul not be 
placed on a low (minus) metabolic 
rate, in the absence of symptoms 
suggesting myxedema. Mctauolism 
tests are breathing tests

Farm Value of 
State Crops 
Show Increase 


Fayetteville, Aug. 5—(/P)— The 
farm value of Arkansas' principal 
crops in 1946 was $418,000,000 — 
a 40 percent increase over die 1945 
value of $280,000,000, the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas bureau of research 
reported today in its annual stalis- 
tical report of the slate's livestock 
and crop production. 


The report atlribulcd the 
in- 
crease principally to higher prices 
but noted that tolal crop produc- 
tion last year was 15 percent great- 
er than ine preceding year. 


The statistics said Dr. C. O. Bran- 


nen, bureau director, were compil- 
ed cooperatively by Ihe Bureau of 
Research and Ihe U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics 
at 
Little 
Hock. 


The increased crop production 


was in cotton, corn, rice, soybeans, 
wheat, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
and 


grapes, the report stales. Increased 
production of these crops 
more 


lhan offset Ihe reduced oulpul of 
oats, barley, sweet potaloes, pea- 
nuls, cowpeas, hay, lespedeza seed, 
and pears, the report related. 


The 1946 total of 5,664,000 acres 


in principal field crops was 5 per 
cent larger than the 1945 acreage, 
but about 12 per cent smaller than 
the 1935-44 average. 


Cotton ranked first in value with 


lint and seed amounting lo $246.- 
000,000 which was 59 per cent of 
Die total. Corn was second in value 
with $40 million. 


The value of other leading crops 


was: all hay, $35,000,000; rice, $31,- 
000,000; soybeans for beans, $15,- 
000,000; oats, $8,000,00; 
peaches, 


$700; and truck crops $7,00,000.

Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant.

Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February.

This disease is blight —tomato 


blight. Last year it destroyed 30 
per cent of the 
nation's 
tomato 


crop. It struck hardest in the east, 
where 50 per cent of the crop was 
destroyed. 


Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant. 


Reports to the U. S. Agriculture 


Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February. It also hit parts of Lou- 
isiana, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina.

It struck hardest in the east, 
where 50 per cent of the crop was 
destroyed. 


Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant.

Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February. It also hit parts of Lou- 
isiana, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina.

year, it ,was disclosed today. 


This disease is blight —tomato 


blight. Last year it destroyed 30 
per cent of the 
nation's 
tomato 


crop. It struck hardest in the east, 
where 50 per cent of the crop was 
destroyed. 


Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant. 


Reports to the U. S. Agriculture 


Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February. It also hit parts of Lou- 
isiana, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina.

This disease is blight —tomato 


blight. Last year it destroyed 30 
per cent of the 
nation's 
tomato 


crop. It struck hardest in the east, 
where 50 per cent of the crop was 
destroyed. 


Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant. 


Reports to the U. S. Agriculture 


Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February. It also hit parts of Lou- 
isiana, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina.

tions of the country

year, it ,was disclosed today. 


This disease is blight —tomato 


blight. Last year it destroyed 30 
per cent of the 
nation's 
tomato 


crop. It struck hardest in the east, 
where 50 per cent of the crop was 
destroyed. 


Blight likes cool nights and wet 


weather. That's why a lot depends 
on the weather during the next iew 
weeks. A long dry spell would end 
the threat. Cold and moist weather 
would endanger the crop. 


Blight is a fungus. It can 
be 


spread by the wind or by infected 
seeds from last year's crop. It can 
be 
directed 
by 
appearance . of 


watery brown spots on the plant. 


Reports to the U. S. Agriculture 


Department show that the 
plant 


disease has been reported in Penn- 
sylvania, 
Delaware, 
Maryland, 


Dhio Indiana, Virginia and 
West 


Virginia. There also have been re- 
ports that it is striking in Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey. The dis- 
ease worked north with the sea- 
son, starting first in Florida last 
February. It also hit parts of Lou- 
isiana, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina.

Plan Made to 
Unify Common 
of Army, Navy

a sweeping reorganization of 


the armed forces to provide anificd 
command of land, sea

The plan has been worked out 


bv the joint chiefs of staff. It pro- 
vides for a single commander with 
a staff of army, navy and air of- 
ficers 
directly 
under 
the 
joint 


chiefs who would command the de- 
fense of the nation's borders. 


It would provide for dividing the 


nation into strategic areas, each ol 
which would have its own single 
commander over all three forces. 
This single command woud relate 
to actual combat maneuvers, not to 
such problems as supply and ad- 
r.ininti alion. 
Forrcstal could put such a plan 
nto effect through executive or- 
der with 
congressional 
approval, 


military authorities believe. 


There is already a similar plan 


i effect in all overseas areas. For 


jxnmple Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
commands all three services in the 
far east and Maj. Gen. H. A. Craig 
all those in Alaska. 
Under this new organization the 


strategic air command would prob- 
ably remain in separate force for 
long-range blows at an enemy with 
atomic bombs.
